FERN RILEY WAS A HEROINE 


nt ear-old Fern Riley lived in 
the little town of Holliday, 17 miles north of 
Effingham. Fern was a brown-haired girl, 
the third of 10 children of John Riley, 
worker. She went to grade school in Hol- 
y, then to the Cowden Community High 
hool a few miles down the road from Holli- 
She was a quiet girl and seldom went out 
on dates. She was a bright student, a good 
athlete and so much of a tomboy that when 
she graduated her school yearbook carried a 
poem under her picture which read, “Gun 
no kill, fire no burn, big strong girl, call her 
Fern.” 
While still in high school Fern announced 
| that she wanted to take up Catholicism and 
become a nun, Her parents objected, 
compromise Fern enrolled in a Catholic nurs- 
ing school. She had not finished her course 
when she got a nursing job at St. Anthony’s Hospital in Effingham. That was 
18 months ago, when she was 20. 
On the night of the fire she was on duty caring for 10 newborn babies in the 
d floor nursery. When the alarm sounded someone heard her shout, “My 
! I've got to stay with my babies! Her body was still in the nursery when 
the fire burned out. 
Two days later, at Fern’s funeral in a little Protestant church in Holliday 
(above), her family and her friends listened as a fitting epitaph was spoken ov 
her flower-covered casket: “It was the charity of her heart that made her stay.

GOD'S UNDERGROUND 


WHAT WOULD HAPPEN IF IT ROSE IN COMMUNIST RUSSIA—AND IN THE SECULAR U.S.? 


Wouldn’t it be wonderful news, to hear that 
there is an underground in Russia—and a 
Christian underground at that? Well, that 
news has heen reported. A book called God's 
Underground, recently published here (Ap- 
pleton-Century-Crofts, Inc., $3), tells about it 
in circumstantial detail. The author, “Father 
George.” a Croat, is vouched for by Msgr. Ful- 
ton J. Sheen. Father George, according to Mon- 
signor Sheen, is a Roman Catholic priest who 
spent 18 months with the Red Army, disguised 
as an officer, six of those months inside Russia. 

One of Father George's stories is about a 
young married couple. Unbeknownst to each 
other, both of them were secretly Christians. 
When their first child was born, the mother 
waited until her husband was away and car- 
ried the baby 15 miles to the nearest priest to 
be baptized. A little later the husband, who 
was watching his chance, too, took the baby 
to his mother on a visit and had the child pre- 
sented for. baptism to the same priest. When 
the priest refused to baptize the baby twice, 
the husband and wife di their mutual 
secret. 

Another Russian, who had been a young 
Communist zealot, told Father George how 
the Word had been passed to him. He and some 
of his pals had begun to be restless under the 
dialectical discipline of the party and had be- 
gun to read forbidden books whenever they 
could lay their hands on them. One night a 
friend brought him some papers written in 
longhand and told him to read them and pass 
them along. He tucked the papers inside the 
lining of his coat and when he was safe in his 
room read the forbidden manuscript. “It w: 
an amazing story. I did not know who had writ- 
ten it, but it touched my heart. It was the Gos- 
pel according to St, Luke.” 


Crypto-Christians 


Godless Russia, says Father George, is riddled 
with such crypto-Christians—"the strongest 
underground the world has seen since the mar- 
tyrs of the catacombs toppled the Roman Em- 
pire. ...” Let’s hope he is right, Even if he is 
only fractionally right, it’s good news for us. 
A Christian underground in Russia is not the 
only ally against Communism we need but per- 
haps the only ultimately effective one. If the 
alternatives are 1) to knock down the Iron Cur- 
tain by force or 2) to have the Russians lower it 
of their own accord, all men of good sense and 
goodwill would certainly choose the second. 
Communist Russia, says Winston Churchill, 
fears our friendship more than it does our hos- 
tility. A Christian Russia would not fear our 
friendship but seek it. 

‘There is another reason why we should wel- 
come signs of spring in Russia’s antireligious 
winter: as evidence, often repeated but always 
needed, that God never permanently aban- 
dons man to godlessness. God’s underground, 
which readies the grassroots for their spring-

time resurrection, never lets the wintry status 
quo last unseasonably long. 

Rumors of springtime in Russia also raise 
a reminder and a question for us. How goes 
it with God’s underground in the Christian 
West? Perhaps that seems like a foolish ques- 
tion. Here in America, at least, we have a Chris- 
tian country, have we not, with our religion 
all open and aboveboard, with hundreds of 
thousands of churches, with preachers in every 
pulpit, with good works and pious words on 
every hand and on every other lip? Certainly 
we do more than tolerate religion in the United 
States: we encourage it, especially on Sundays. 
And, though we have always been careful to 
keep the state from joining any particular 
church, we like to feel that the state is con- 
scious of the church’s watchful eye. And yet, 
besides encouraging the public function of re- 
ligion, we pride ourselves also on religion’s be- 
ing private affair of individual American: 
Religiously speaking, we believe in volunteers, 
not conscripts; we have no regular army but a 
loosely federated outfit of local militia, guards- 
men and ancient and honorable artillery com- 
panies, There are splendid uniforms among 
them, and shiny equipment, but the number 
of effective divisions is much smaller than the 
muster rolls would indicate. 


The $64 Euphemism 


Communism is not the only threat to West- 
ern civilization, and perhaps not the greatest 
threat. The greatest threat to our civilization 
comes from within that civilization itself: our 
$64 euphemism for it is secularism. A much 
blunter word is godlessness. Our civilization 
for all its churches and all its churchgoers. 
predominantly a secular, godless civilization. 

Yet among us, too, there are signs of spring. 
More Americans are going to church than ever 
before—and going to church is not necessaril 
not invariably a nonreligious act. There are 
Christians even in the church. Pharisees go to 
church, admittedly; perhaps some of them are 
even pillars of it; but publicans and sinners, and 
good people, go too. More and more Christians, 
feeling the scandal and weakness of a divided 
Christianity, are trying to join forces. Agnos- 
ticism is no longer a requisite earmark of intel- 
ligent youth. 

Another small sign of Americans’ interest in 
religion is the extraordinary rise on the best- 
seller of a book called The Seven Storey 
Mountain. This book, by a young American 
named Thomas Merton, is a quiet, deeply re- 
ligious autobiography, telling of his not very 
exciting life up to the age of 26, when he entered 
a Trappist monastery in Kentucky. It is es- 
sentially a hymn of praise to the contempla- 
tive life. And the faith it voices, though it is 
dogmatically and uncompromisingly Roman 
Catholic, is also so profoundly Christian that 
Baptists and Presbyterians can say amen to 
it. Merton has put the case for religious faith 


versus secular good works in an extreme and 
arresting assertion. He claims that the real 
powerhouse that keeps America going is the 
prayers of the faithful (in his book, the monks) 
“This is the center of all the vitality that is in 
America. This is the cause and reason why the 
nation is holding together. These men, hidden 
in the anonymity of their choir and their white 
cowls, are doing for their land what no army, 
no congress, no president could ever do as such: 
they are winning for it the grace and the pro- 
tection and the friendship of God.” 

It is hard to see why this quiet, almost de- 
votional book should have aroused so much in- 
terest among American readers in this secular 
age—unless they were somehow predisposed to 
listen. Perhaps, both within the churches and 
outside them—who knows?—a deeper com- 
mitment to religion is growing. Perhaps new 
life is stirring in the unorganized religious un- 
derground of America too. 


“Christ Is Risen!” 


Supposing that Christian underground grows 
and spreads, worldwide? The apostles must 
have had that vision, or something like it, 
when Christianity was only a tiny underground 
sect in a small, fanatically hostile  prov- 
ince of the Roman Empire. It remains a vision 
still. 

But this is the time of year when men are 
naturally predisposed to look for that kind of 
miraculous growth. Soon it will be Easter time 
when the Christian world celebrates its rite of 
spring—the triumphant mystery of the Res- 
urrection, the Christian’s promise and proof 
of a greater and better than earthly spring. In 
Russia, in the bad old days before these bad 
new days, in the time of Chekhov and Tolstoy 
and Dostoevski, Easter was the pinnacle of the 
Russian year, the greatest and joyfulest of an- 
niversaries—a day whose wonderful password 
was “Christ is risen!” 

If God’s underground should rise in Russia, 
if God’s underground should resurrect the 
churches here in America, what a day that 
would be! What an uncommon century in 
man’s history this one might yet become!

Ratification of Atlantic Treaty seems sure, but arms program is in doubt 


The moment in history—4:51 p.m. on April 4, 
1949, in Washington—recorded by the above pic. 
ture arrived and passed in thoroughly American 
fashion. It was the moment when Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson signed the North Atlantic Treaty for 
the U.S., thereby joining the foreign ministers of 
11 other countries in an alliance of mutual defense 
against the Soviet Union. President Truman, who 
was there to make a speech, took it into his head to. 
accompany Acheson to the gleaming walnut desk 
where the treaty was signed by each minister in turn 
(left). Approaching the desk, the President seized 
Vice President Barkley’s hand and had him stand 
by as a supporting kibitzer. The U.S. Marine Band 
accompanied the proceedings with some odd selec- 
tions, including I Got Plenty o” Nuttin’ and It Ain't 
Necessarily So. These ditties reminded one and all 
that many senators are reluctant to accept the trea- 
ty’s attendant program of European rearmament 
and its moral commitment to defensive war. 

President Truman in his speech said the treaty 
will be “a shield against aggression,” not only in the 
Atlantic area but everywhere. But the Senate was 


divided, A minority—probably not enough to pre- 
vent ratification—was unconvinced that the Con- 
stitution permits the treaty’s war pledges. A larger 
group{balked at the promise, made official last week; 
of immediate U.S. aid in rearming Western Europe. 
Senator Harry Byrd of Virginia objected to the cost 
(upwards of $2 billion this year); some thought it 
ovoke Russia to war; othei 
. Behind all this lay a di 
the Army was for limited rearmament of 
perhaps 12 European divisions; the Air Force, rely- 
ing on big bombers and the atom, insisted that mon- 
ey spent on ground arms would be wasted. At the 
State Department's request General Omar Bradley 
baldly said, “‘It must be perfectly apparent to the 
people of the U.S. that we cannot count on friends 
in Western Europe if our strategy in the event of 
war dictates that we shall first abandon them to the 
enemy, with a promise of later liberation.” How- 
ever clear this may have been to General Bradley;

They had even plotted ways to turn 
a possible war between the U.S. and Russia into a civil war, 
Then Philbrick had a surprise for someone else, One of the 
lecturers in a Communist cell, he said, was Dirk Struik (be- 
low), professor of mathematics at the chusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology. Struik quickly denied he was a Commu- 
nist but said, “I try to be a Marxist in the broadest sense.”

LI TSUNG-JEN LEANS ON A BALCONY RAILING NEAR A PEIPING PALACE 


PEACE SEEKER 


In a world that is secking peace only one national leader 
last week suggested any means more ingenious than a pact. 
Acting President Li Tsung-jen of China (above) offered to let 
himself be “burned in oil” or even “dismembered” if this si 
rifice would encourage the Communists to give China peace. 
Offering to be “burned in oil or dismembered” is a classical 
Chinese way of showing great humility; by using the phrase, 
Li probably hoped to soften the Reds’ noisy insistence that 
vacationing President Chiang Kai-shek surrender himself for 
punishment along with other Nationalist “war criminals.” 

Many people call Li Tsung-jen “the most sincere man in 
China.” His career began when Li, at 13, determined that he 
would lead troops against the Manchu dynasty. Before he was 
35 he ruled Kwangsi, a south China province, as a warlord. 
His administration was widely admired. During the late 1920s 
and early °30s he fought alternately for and against Chiang 
Kai-shek, who in 1929 called Lia “running dog of the Commu- 
nists,” until China united to fight Japan in 1937. Li was a na- 
tional hero within a year. He burst into the Nationalist politi- 
cal scene at Nanking in 1948 by defeating Chiang Kai-shek’s 
candidate for the Chinese vice presidency. 

Li waged his campaign from a restaurant called Peace and 
Happiness Hall, where he set up free meals for delegates to the 
Chinese National Assembly. His was the first Westernized po- 
litical campaign in China’s history. Abandoning modesty, Li 
cried, “My election will symbolize the triumph of the common 
people.” He demanded reform. When he won, jubilant friends 
carried his wife out of the election hall on their shoulders and 
sent Lia scroll proclaiming, “Your greatness is like the moun- 
tains and the hills.” Several billion dollars (Chinese) worth of 
firecrackers were exploded in Nanking. Li succeeded Chiang 
when the Generalissimo left Nanking last January. 

‘Americans in China have liked Li, but few know that Li has. 
three American grandchildren. This came about when his first 
son, studying at the University of Chicago, married pretty 
Genevieve Louey of Minneapolis; their three small daughters 
are all American citizens. General Li has two wives but lives 
with the younger one. She knows him as a man who likes zoos 
and red-lined uniforms. If Li’s gesture fails, he and Madame Li 
probably will retire south and watch Chiang take over again.

A great 15th Century work of art, painted in Blanders, 
vividly symbolizes the Resurrection of Jesus Christ 
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On May 6, 1432 the Cathedral of St. Bavon in Ghent, Flan- 
ders unveiled for the glory of Almighty God a beautiful new 
altarpiece. Its splendor and spiritual dignity inspired the no- 
blemen and plain people of the ancient city with the deepest 
religious awe. Painted by two Flemish brothers, Hubert and 
yan Eyck (below), the altarpiece is one of the greatest 
of art ever created in the Western world. It is also a 
compelling and symbolic expression of faith in the miracu- 
lous events commemorated at Easter. 

At the time the Van Eycks painted their altarpiece, the Prot- 
estant Reformation had not yet shaken the Catholic world. 
Each of the panels in the altarpiece glows with the fervent 
but sensuous spirit of that day. The theme, which the Van 
Eycks drew from the book of Revelation, is the Adoration of the 
Lamb, whose eternal sacrifice, symbolizing Christ’s own sac- 
rifice for the salvation of mankin shown on the opposite 
page in a detail from the altarpiece’s central and largest pan- 
el. Around the Lamb are other panels de- 
picting the Knights of Christ, the virtuous 
s, pilgrims and a portrait of 
If in a magnificent red robe. 
has had an eventful history. 
During the 1500s the Reformation swept 
over Catholic Europe. The severe Protestants 
considered the altarpiece degenerate, so the 
Catholies hid it away in the city hall. In the 
18th Century the priggish Emperor Joseph 
II was so shocked by the explicit nudity of 
Adam and Eve that he ordered them cov-

ered with leaves. Instead Adam and Eve were secreted in the 
cathedral crypt. Years later a vicar of the cathedral, while his 
superior was away, sold several panels to a Belgian merchant 
for 3,000 florins. The panels, resold and sold again, wound up 
in Germany which. after World War I, was forced to send 
them back to Ghent. 

In 1934 the altarpiece was the victim of one of the most 
sensational of art robberies. The panels of St. John the Bap- 
tist and the Just Judges were stolen by an aging former beadle 
of the cathedral, nearly precipitating an international incident 
because the Belgians loudly accused the Germans of the theft. 
In the midst of the uproar the thieving beadle disclosed the 
hiding place of the St. John the Baptist panel but suddenly 
died of a heart attack before telling where he had put the Just 
Judges. This panel has never been found. Its substitute, at the 
extreme lower left of the altarpiece, is only a skillful copy. 

During World War II the Nazis seized the Van Eyck altar- 
piece for Hitler’s personal collection. Later 
it was carted off to Austria and stored in a 
salt mine near Salzburg. In 1945, guarded by 
an escort of motorcycle police, the great and 
precious work was trucked back to Ghent 
and ceremoniously restored to the Cathedral 
of St. Bavon. On the following 11 pages 
Lire reproduces details from the altarpiece 
and the entire work as it stands in the cathe- 
dral.

KIko County 


The leading cattle county of the West imports orchids and lobsters, 
sneers at paper money and hopes the price of beef will remain high

to arrive. This month the ranchers of Elko County, Nev., which is the 

leading cattle-producing county in the entire West, are anxiously 
counting the increase in their herds and at the same time trying to com- 
pute their losses from the terrible winter of 1948-49. Large parts of Elko 
County are still buried by snow that fell in January, and it will not be pos- 
sible to explore them, even by horseback, until June or July. There is also 
the problem of sheer area—Elko County, with 17,140 square miles, or ap- 
proximately 11 million acres, is b r than the combined states of Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut and Delaware, with the District of 
Columbia thrown in. It will take a long time to finally investigate the 
whole area. 

The best indications are, however, that the winter losses in Elko County 
were amazingly light: probably not more than 134% to 2% of the 155,000 
cattle which spent the winter there. Since a “normal” winter loss is around 
1%, and since the recent winter was the most severe ever recorded in Elko 
County, the ranchers feel they came out of it very well. The reason they 
did is that they have learned from experience. Fifty-nine years ago, after 
the blizzard winter of 1889-90, it was said that a man could walk 100 miles 
along Mary’s River in northern Elko County with- 
out stepping off dead steers. Since then the Elko 
ranchers have always brought the bulk of their cat- 
tle in off the open range for the winter. They keep 
them in fenced lowland fields and feed them hay 
which is cut and piled in huge stacks during the sum- 
mer months. This takes a lot more work than year- 
round open-range feeding. But this year it preserved 
Elko’s $28 million cattle herds almost intact. 

Thousands of Elko County sheep which were 
spending the winter on the snow-covered deserts 
of southern and central Nevada, hundreds of miles 
from home, were saved by the government “haylift.” 

In Elko County itself the worst sufferers were the 
game animals and birds. Wild ducks were so crazed 
with hunger that they raided the county fish hatch- 
ery and ate about 50,000 trout, defying employes 
who fired at them point-blank with shotguns. 

The lowest thermometer reading in Nevada last 
winter—57° below—was reported from Carlin, in 
Elko County, on Jan. 24. In the county seat of Elko 
the official mean temperature for the whole month 
of January was 4.6° above zero. It was a little warm- 
er in February, but to make up for this there were 
almost continual snowstorms and galelike winds.. 
The snow came so thick and fast that the govern- 
ment weather observer in Elko ran out of scientific

wordage and simply reported, one day, that snow was falling in “almost 
unbelievable” quantities. 

Elko County can be just as hot in summer as it is cold in winter. Motor- 
ists who intend to traverse the back roads of the county during the dry 
season are officially advised to take extra water with them. Last summer 
an American Legionnaire who had been attending a state convention in 
Elko ignored this advice and was found dead, some days later, near his 
stalled automobile. Because it is so sparsely populated (less than one person 
per 224 square miles) Elko County is no plate for inexperienced—or fool- 

pedestrians. In the winter hitchhikers are frequently frozen to 
death along U.S. Route 40, which runs east and west through the county 
for 136 miles. A few years ago, in midsummer, a railroad worker quit his 
job in eastern Elko County and set out on foot for a town in Idaho, 50 
miles away. Days later a motorist saw him running around on all fours in 
the sagebrush, uttering weird cries. The motorist drove to the nearest town 
for aid, but by the time he returned the man in the sagebrush was dead 
from thirst. 

In addition to being big and rugged Elko County is at present one of the 
happiest and most prosperous localities in the whole U.S. This is due, of 
course, to the almost fabulous prices which the rest 
of the country has been paying for its range-raised, 
white-faced Hereford cattle. During the 1948 season 
about 40,000 head, or more than 34 million pounds 
of beef on the hoof, were shipped from Elko County. 
Prices collected ranged from 19¢ a pound for heifers 
and 17¢ for cows to 32¢ for top-grade 2-year-old 
steers, which comprised 30% of all the shipments. 
The average was around 24¢ a pound; this included 
the hide, hoofs, horns and everything else attached 
to the live animal. The total of $8 million plus was 
divided among 350 cattle-raising ranches in Elko 
County, with the larger ranches receiving from $200,- 
000 to $350,000 apiece. 

According to figures approved by the Elko ranch- 
ers themselves, about two thirds of their 1948 in- 
come was pure profit. It was far and away the richest 
year they ever had, and some of them are still pinch- 
ing themselves to make sure it was not a dream. 

“In 1946,” one of them told me, “I sold a thou- 
sand head of good steers for 16¢ a pound, which was 
the highest price ever paid up to that time in the 
county. Last year I sold a thousand head for 32¢, just 
twice as much. It was almost too good to be true.” 

Elko County also marketed 150,000 sheep and 
lambs in 1948, for an estimated $2,737,500, and 
more than 1,500,000 pounds of wool for $630,000. In

addition its people made money from mining, railroads, retail trade, 
hotels, saloons and gambling, which are its other principal indus- 
tries. A few of its citizens, like Bing Crosby who owns a string of 
ranches in Elko County, made considerable money outside the 
county. Taking all this into consideration, the average income for 
each of Elko County’s 12,000-odd inhabitants in 1948 was probably 
higher than the $1,842 average for the state of Nevada, which in 
turn was higher than that of any other state in the union. 

One of the minor signs of Elko County’s prosperity is a shortage 
of $100 bills at its two leading banks. Elko’s cattlemen, like most 
Nevadans, prefer to do their spending in bills of large ‘denomina- 
tion, taking their oi ae i in big round silver-dollar “cartwheels.” 
Dollar bills are seen and are quickly hurried off to the bank 
when they appear; in most parts of Nevada they are referred to 
contemptuously as “California money,” though in Elko County, 
which extends for 135 miles along the Utah border, they are some- 
times called “Salt Lake money.” 

Elko County storekeepers are experiencing an acute shortage 
of $50 Stetson hats. They have plenty of broad-brimmed, high- 
crowned, stockmen’s hats selling at from $16 to $35 apiece, but the 
ranchers and their hired hands insist on getting the most expensive 
they can buy. To meet this situation one Elko dealer has been writ- 
ing and wiring to other stores all over the West, buying up $50 hats 
at retail to satisfy his customers. 

Orchid corsages, rushed by airplane from San Francisco, 420 
miles away, sold like hot cakes in Elko County during the winter. 
So did airborne lobsters from Boaton (2,300 auilee), shrimps from 
New Orleans (1,600 miles) and abalone from the Pacific coast, with 
which meat-surfeited Elko residents satisfy their craving for sea- 
food. Some of the other dietary habits in the county are quite 
remarkable. Elko sheepherders, most of whom are Spanish and 
French Basques, crumble cheese into their breakfast coffee. And 
out on the ranches the hard-riding buckaroos (the word cowboy is 
almost never used in Elko County) pour heavy sweet cream over 
their pork chops and beans. 


Pleasantly sophisticated town 


IHE business, banking, transportation, amusement, medical 
and legal center for all of Elko County is the county seat of 
Elko (pop. about 5,500), which is located on the Humboldt River, 
about 110 miles west of the Utah border. Elko is probably the most 
pleasantly sophisticated town of its size in the U.S. It has two small 
movie theaters, 50 saloons and gambling places and the oldest, most 
respectably conducted red-light district in Nevada, It also has a 
handsome new hight school, a hospital and medical clinic, an airport, 
numerous shops for staples and various types of luxuries and three 
sizable hotels which offer all the comforts of the metropolitan east 
along with a large dash of Western informali 
Important business in Elko is transacted in “the barrooms and 
lobbies of its leading hotels. The ranchers and visiting cattle buyers 
prefer the old established Commercial Hotel in the center of town; 
here they gather through the autumn months, wearing dusty boots 
and Stetsons, to decide on prices and delivery dates. When a seller 
and buyer are ready to agree, they retire to a little landing half- 
way up the staircase. There they have more privacy but can still

see everyone who is passing through the lobby. Contract 
taries, lawyers, notaries public and all such businesslike parapher- 
nalia are almost never called into use; in Elko County a man’s word 
is still regarded as somewhat better than his bond. A hastily typed 
memo on a hotel letterhead, or even a scribbled note on a paper 
napkin, is sometimes the only record made in a deal involving hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. More often there is no written record 
at all. 

This atmosphere of mutual trust is so prevalent that buyers of- 
ten let the ranchers do all the weighing of their own cattle before 
shipment, Some buyers even leave a book of blank drafts with ranch- 
ers they have known for y 
man told me that he had weighed and shipped a 
to a dealer in ( and then simply wr 
$250,000 on the other man’s bank to complete the “te eal. 

Other cattlemen’s hangouts are the swank new Ranchinn on Ida- 
ho Street and the big, recently remodeled Stockmen’s Hotel, which 
fronts on the Southern Pacific tracks. The Ranchinn is 
supermotel with a luxurious second-floor clubroom for visiting cat-

Elko’s No. 1 impresario 


OTH the Commercial Hotel and the Ranchinn are owned and 
run by Newton H. Crumley, who also has a large cattle ranch

Take A Number and Sing It Again. Crumley is Elko’s No. 1 busi- 

man and impresario. A husky, blond, native Nevadan, former 

college boxer, colonel in the Air Force, crack rifleshot and big-game 
hunter, he looks exactly like a magazine-cover version of a rich 
ands though small by big-city stand- 
ards, offer high-grade live entertainment—Paul Whiteman, Sophie 
Tucker, Ted Lewis, Spike Jones, ete. Many of these show people 
stay on in Elko for a week or two after their engagement, just to 
have fun. 

Largely through Crumley’s activities Elko has established strong 
links with Hollywood and Broadway and is well known to groups 
of leisurely rich folks all over the country. These people like to visit 
Elko because it has no crowds and plenty of opportunity for quiet 
(or noisy) hell-raising. Bing Crosby, of course, has given the county 
valuable publicity just by living there, Last year Bing was elected 
honorary mayor of the town of Elko; he promptly donned a street 
sweeper's uniform and had his picture taken cleaning the gutter in 
front of the Ranchinn. 

Primarily, though, Elko is still a cattlemen’s and sheepmen’s 
town, with little trace of boosterism or social snobbery. It is al- 
most impossible, for instance, to tell a millionaire Elko rancher 
from one of his own buckaroos: they wear the same kind of clothes, 
lean side by side against the same bars, drink the same drinks 
and spit into the same spittoons. This situation sometimes leads 
to trouble for unwary bartenders. Not long ago a disheveled old 
Basque sheepherder was heaved out of a saloon on Commercial

Street; he returned the next morning with his lawyer and $25,000 
cash, bought the place and fired the bartender who had “insulted” 
him. It happened that he was one of the wealthiest sheepmen in 
the coun} 

There is no country club in the county and the local residents do 
not miss it. During the summer months the townspeople gather at 
the municipal swimming pool, the shooting range and the softball 
diamond. The big s cial event of the winter is the Elks Charity 
Ball, at which everything from levis to mink is worn. ‘ 

The principal sport of the ranchers and their wives is hunting. 
More than 25,000 mule deer, the biggest and fattest in the coun- 
try, inhabit the mountainous regions of Elko County, which are 
still almost as rich in all kinds of game as they were in Indian days. 
Huge flights of wild ducks and geese stop off there every autumn, 
and grouse and pheasant abound. The fishing, both trout and black 
bass, is superb. 

Elko residents spend a great deal of their time just traveling from 
place to place inside the county. A rancher and his family will drive 
100 miles in an evening to have a drink with friends or see a movie 
whose title they do not know in advance. The superintendent of 
Elko’: 's county schools has to drive 14,000 miles a year in order to 
it the 61 schools in her charge. A local real-estate salesman drives 
35,000 miles a year, and a rural mail carrier covers 61,600 miles a 
year. There is one multiple-party telephone line in Elko County 
which extends for 115 miles, with 27 party phones attached. 

Inrecent years a number of the ranchers have acquired airplanes; 
now they fly into Elko to do their banking, or to Salt Lake City to 
shop or even to New York for a weekend of theater-going. There is 
also a flying ambulance in the county (operated by the local under- 
taker), which specializes in transporting injured buckaroos from 
the more distant ranches to the county hospital. 


The Jarbidge stage robbery 


E O COUNTY was the scene of one of the last stage robberies in 
the West—perhaps the last in which a man was killed—on the 
night of Dec. 5, 1916. A man who had been hiding in a clump of 
sagebrush jumped on the mail coach as it was entering the remote 
mountain mining town of Jarbidge, shot the driver through the 
back of the head, seized the reins and guided the horses past sev- 
al houses with the bleeding corpse of the murdered driver leaning 
against him, When he reached a secluded spot the robber stopped 
the stage, slit open the mail sacks and took refuge in a nearby cabin. 
His footprints were traced in the snow and he was arrested and con- 
ed with ease. But he did not die for his cold-blooded crime— 
he was given a long sentence in the Nevada State Penitentiary, and 
he was released in 1945. 

One of the peculiarities of Elko County (and indeed of the whole 
Western ranch country) is a marked aversion to capital punish- 
ment by due process of law. "You can kill a man here and maybe 
get a couple of years for it,” a present-day Elko editor told me, “but 
for God's sake, don’t kill a sage hen—then you'd really be in trou- 
ble!” (The sage hen is a nearly extinct Nevada game bird which is 
rigorously protected by the state.) 

This is an exaggeration, perhaps. But it is true that in Elko Coun- 
ty murder is not nearly so serious a crime as, say, the deliberate 
breaking of one’s word or disloyalty to one’s friends. The reason for 
this, of course, is that murder was an almost essential part of the 
settlement and exploration of the region. First the Indians had to 
be killed off. Then there were endless gunfights over range and water 
rights and a savage local outbreak of the war between cattlemen 
and sheepherders. In the 1870s and ’80s, when the railroads were 
squeezing the ranchers almost to extinction with exorbitant freight 
rates, train robbery became a respectable pastime of ranchers in 


» Elko and nearby counties. When freight rates went down the hold- 


ups ceased. 

“Few of Nevada's outlaws were professionals; the majority of 
them were good citizens,” according to Lester W. Mills, the histo- 
rian of the region. ‘They were good neighbors and fine friends and 
associated with the leading men of their community. ...” Even 
cattle rustling was—and is—regarded with a certain amount of tol- 
erance in Elko County. Local officials put down the rustlers with 
a heavy hand, of course, but it is a practical matter with them, not 
a moral one. Too many oldtime Elko ranching families got their 
start with “borrowed” cattle or sheep to make rustling seem like 
the most heinous of crimes. 

The history of Elko County is a kind of capsule history of the 
West, with enough gaudy details for half a dozen Hollywood super- 
features. The first white men to enter the region were British and

They were disappointed because (like most of 
Nevada's larger rivers) it dwindles down into a flat alkaline sink 
and disappears in the sand. 

In 1841 some persistent Missourians led by John Bidwell and 
John Bartleson got past the Humboldt Sink and the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains to the San Joaquin Valley, eating coyotes’ lungs and 
pine nuts when their provisions ran out. That opened up the famous 
central route to California, 

During the next three decades hordes of westbound emigrants 
drove their canvas-covered wagons through the valley of the Hum- 
boldt. Hundreds of them stayed in Elko County but not voluntar- 
ily—they were the ones who died of sunstroke, or choked to death 
in the terrible alkali dust or were shot and scalped by the Indians. 
In 1851 an armed party of emigrants followed this rutted and well- 
worn trail—near the present town of Elko they saw “mile after 
mile” of burned wagons and skeletons of men, women and children 
“with their long and beautiful hair hanging in the brush” and re- 
mains of little children “with two or three inches of flaky hair, either 
lying by or near them, the wolves having eaten the flesh off their 
bones.” The group was so “riled up” hy these grim relics that they 
pitched into the next band of Indians they found and killed 32 of 
them. Beginning in 1860 the fabled riders of the pony express sped 
back and forth across Elko County, carrying the mails for Califor- 
nia and the new silver mines at Virginia City. They were soon re-

combine of the West. Organized outfits for hauling freight and driv- 
ing herds of beef cattle to the mines also made their appearance. Be- 
cause of the high cost of feed for oxen and horses the stage companies 
started grain farms in the fertile valleys beside the Ruby Moun- 
tains, During the Civil War an Army post was established nearb 
and the soldiers also raised their own grain. That was the beginni 
of permanent settlement in the county. 

Meanwhile civilization was drawing near in the form of a wood- 
burning locomotive. The Central Pacific Railroad started building 
slowly eastward from Sacramento in 1863, crossed the Sierras in the 
spring of 1868 and raced madly across Nevada in an effort to beat 
the westbound Union Pacific construction crews to Ogden, Utah. 
(The government granted each railroad from $16,000 to $48,000 for 
every mile of track laid, so they both wanted to lay all they could.) 
The grade-building gangs of the two lines met in Elko County in 
early 1869. The Union Pacific's men were mostly Irish-born, and the 
Central Pacific gangs were Chinese; when they first bumped into 
cach other they fought with pick handles and dynamite, but they 
soon found they were evenly matched and settled down to building 
their grades side by side. (These parallel lines still run through Elko 
County.) The track-laying crews were far behind the grade build- 

ers; in a frantic effort to catch up 

the C.P.’s chief engineer, Charles 
Crocker, drove his pigtailed labor- 
ers to an all-time record of 10 miles 
of track laid in one day. Meanwhile 
the political members of the C.P.’s 
“Big Four” had been busy in Wash- 
ington, where they secured a govern- 
ent ruling that the two lines should 
join near Promontory Point, Utah; 
this gave the Central Pacific a good 
many extra miles at $16,000 a mile.

character that it will hardly be admissible to give the literal trans- 
lation.” 


What silver did for Elko 


1869 Elko consisted of two tents; by June of that 
a busy, brawling, restless town of 2,000 population. 
n discovered in the mountains to the south, and Elko 
‘was the nearest convenient point on the railroad. Almost at once 
it became a booming supply and transportation center. When snow 
closed the roads to the mines, fare of miners, three-card monte 
dealers and women camp followers were cooped up in Elko’s board 
shanties until spring. 

Tt was “rather a bad town, rding to an early visitor. Shoot- 
ings and killings took pla . There was a big camp nearby for 
the men who cut wood for the railroad locomotives; every night 
they swarmed into town to drink and gamble. One night the town 
watchman got into an argument with a woodchopper and hit him 
on the head with his gun. The following Saturday 200 woodchoppers 
came in to get revenge. The watchman prudently stayed out of 
sight until most of them were drunk. Around midnight a shot rang 
out near the center of town, followed by a dozen more. The watch- 
man came out of a saloon with a pistol in each hand, took a posi 
tion behind some merchandise piled on the street and emptied his 
guns into the thickest part of the crowd. Three woodchoppers were 
killed and several more wounded. The rest of them ran as fast as 
they could for their camp, two miles away.

But grazing permits are still being gradually 
reduced; when a ranch is sold, its permits are sometimes cut by 10% 
Isewhere in the Wes ally in Wyoming, there is a strong 
movement to force the sale of all the public range to private own- 
ers. But the ranchers of Elko County are against this.

BARNSTORMING REVIVAL 


California air circus adds new frills to old routine 


The oldtime air circus is back, making jet planes and supersonic fly- 
ng look like sane and sensible aerial work. Near Los Angeles a tough, 
heerful stunt flyer named Sammy Mason (above) is getting his crew 
of wingwalkers and parachute jumpers ready for a season of the same 
kind of aerial shenanigans thai scared the life out of county fairgoers 
30 years ago. Sammy, probably the best stunt pilot in the U.S., consid- 
ers the old shows dull because they were slow and hard to see and has 
added a few new twists, His circus, which drew big crowds all over the 
West Coast last summer, takes place in a dangerously tight little area 
right in front of the grandstands, much of it only 600 feet up. Its pace 
is headlong. Hardly does an old Jenny carrying a wingwalker (p. 118) 
finish its double loop than a trick parachutist plummets down, trailing 
a realistically shredded chute. Before he hits the ground Sammy him- 
self takes off like a Roman candle (p. 122). Last year all this left cus- 
tomers gasping satisfactorily. All but one customer who complained, 
"Sammy, your rocket take-off is fine, but nothing explodes at the top.”
